Opinions have varied with child- 
ish suddeness. Newspapers which 
shrieked for war are now bleating, 
lamblike for peace. The ministers have 

r yielded, with something akin to adula- 
tion, the very points which they de- 
clared they would defend to the last 
drop of British blood. The government 
organs, and Gladstone in the House of 
Commons, Still strenuously deny thai 
Penjdeli has been yielded. Nobody, 
however, believes tl e denial. Jt is 
amusing to see the Gladstone organs 
now declaring that Penjdeh is the sour- 
est of sour grapes, and that it never 
really belonged to Afghanistan. 

* "There is h possibility," as the St. 
James Gazette remarks, "that it is not 
right to tight for Penjdeh or Zultigar, 
but is iiotf- plain that they never meant 
to fight. Where was the sense in the 

( policy of saying they did'!" Very many 
other Tories make similar arguments. 
The preparations for war simply iriten 
uify the humiliation, and it is evident 
that they only amount to an opera 
bouffe. Russia is not frightened because 
the British are buying canned beef anil 
cruisers. 

THE PROPOSED TOTE OF CREDIT. 
The demand for tho vote of credit on 
Monday will arouse a lively debate. 
Thb demand will be £6,000,000 or £8, 
000,000 at least. The political effect is 
certain to be disastrous to the gov- 
ernment in the coming general election. 
Even the Liberals begin to admit that 
a Tory victory is possible. In the 
HouBe of Commons the dillicuity of 
getting the government members to at- 
tend is maddening to the government 
whips, whose sweetest blandishments 
scarcely secure a quorum. It is whisp- 
ered that when the redistribution mat- 
ter is finished business will be impos- 
sible, although itis vital that the Crimes 
Act should be re-enacted. In short, the 
Gladstone Parliament is going out like 
a cheap candle-in ill smelling fumes. 

IS LONDON IN DANGER. 

Alarniis's are predicting that a war 
with any Power possessed of a decent 
navy would result in the presence of a 
hostile fleet at the gates of the Tower 
of London. Their prediction is made in 
view of the weakness of the defenses 
of the river Thames, and itis argued 
that the incomplete and untried sys- 
tem of torpedo service, so much relied 
on by enthusiastic military engineers, 
might prove utterly inadequate to the 
proper protection of the metropo'is. A 
society has been formed which has for 
its object the organization of an extra 
naval reserve force, composed of boat- 
men, watchmen and othei h at present 
engaged in the on the tower Thames. 
This contingent would be expected to 
act as a volunteer brigade for the de- 
fense of tire river, The society proposes 
shortly to send a deputation to wait 
upon the government for the purpose 
of procuring official sanction of their 
Thames defense scheme. 

THE SITUATION SUMMARIZED.

This is the sardonic suov 
rpary of flic present sisuation which I 
have heard from the lips of a Whig 
fpeuiber in the House of Commons lob- 
by last night. The sting of the sneer 
lies in the fact tl) it painfully distinct 
echoes of it came from every capital on 
the Continent. The papers of Berlin, 
Paris, Vienna and even those of Borne, 
vie with each other in declaring that, 
they knew from thefirstthat the outcome 
would he peace,* because John Bull 
threatens only until he sees his antag- 
onist ready to take him at his first 
first word, when he always turns tail.

UoMK April 25 — Arrangements have 
been made between tho Italian and Brit- 
ish government regarding the military 
and political action of Italy in tho Red 
Sea. 

EGYPT. 

Alexandria, April 25.— \ French man- 
of war has left the harbor, and is now 
anohored off" tho entrance. 

Cairo, April 25 —Tho Egyptian gov- 
ernment has tendered no oUuis of com- 
promise to tho French government. On 
the contrary the Egyptian ministry is 
linn and believe their action in suppress- 
ing the French newspaper is fully justi- 
fied. Nevertheless it is hoped that an 
amicable settlement may be reached. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, April 25. — The morning papers 
aro all loud in praise of tho energetic ac- 
tion of the government on the Egyptian 
dillicuity. Lo Gauloia reports that 
Franco and England have agreed upon a 
compromise, but oliicial circles declare 
that France is determined to demand the 
fullest reparation. Franco is evidently 
acting with a desire to overthrow Nubar 
Pasha.

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 

Ottawa, April 17.-Sir John moved 
the second reading of Franchise Bill, 
saying, that in Ontario, tjuebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, the fran- 
chise was enlarged, while in other pro- 
vinces the franchise was restricted. He 
would not press female franchise. The

THE ARMIES OF EUROPE. 

Iu thoso days of "wars aud rumors of 
•wars" it id interesting to know tho lainl 
liKbtiug strength of all European nations. 
Tho Times estimates the peace footing of 
Europe at" 4,000,000 men, which number 
cau be increased, in time of war, to 12,500,- 
000, the entire population being 350,000,000. 
The German system is based on universal 
liability to service in tho army. Every 
German capable of bearing armB has to be 
m tho standing army for seven years, as H 
rule, from the unissued twentieth until the 
commencing twenty-eighth year of his age. 
Of the soveu years three must be spent in 
activo'servico aud tho remaining four in the 
army of the reserves. At tho end of this 
term tho soldier enters tho Landwehr or 
militia for live years, being liable to bo call- 
ed upon 'twice for military practice and to 
bo incorporated in the regular army in timo 
of war. On leaving the Landwehr tho 
soldier 1 is finally enrolled, until the age of 
50, in tho Laudstrum, which body is only 
called upon for service in caso of invasion. 
The lands t rum is divided into two classes, 
tho first comprising all able bodied men 
not in tho army of Landwehr up to tho age 
of 42, aiid the second including thoso be- 
tween 42 and 50. . Tho whole male popula- 
tion of Germany may be said to be trained* 
to arm* for offensive warfare from the ago 
of 20 to 3a; and for defensive warfare from 
32 to 50. -On a peace footing tho total 
strength of the army is 445,000 officers and 
mou. On a war footing its strength would 
be about 1,800,000 men, exclusive of the 
Laudstruni, not yet organized. The num- 
ber of troops available in case of war. ex- 
clusive of the field reserve of 250,000 men 
and tho Laudstruni, would be of infantry, 
1,005,000; riflemen, 81,000; cavalry, 10,000, 
and field artillery, 100,000. In 1870 Ger- 
many put 1,18:1,000 men in the field against 
Franco. Tho French army has been wholly 
reorganized since tho Franeo-Geruiau war 
on a system similar to that of Prussia. 
Every .Frenchman not declared unlit fur 
military service must be for five years in 
the active army, four years in the reserves, 
five years in the territorial army and six 
years in the reserves of the territorial army. 
Tho strength of the French army on a 
peace tooting is 400,000 men, of which 
284,000 are infantry, 00,000 cavalry, 00,000 
artillery and 12,000 engineers. On a war 
footing tho French could bring 2,400,000 
men into the field. In time of peace 52,- 
000 French troops aro kept in Algiers. In 
Russia the period of service in the army is 
15 years, six of them in active service and 
nine iu the reserves. Aftor six years' ser- 
vice in the army the men remain with the 
colors only so long as will bo required to 
keep up the force to its full complement 
and for the remainder of the timo are sent 
on furlough. In time of peaco tho men of 
tho reserve are called out only lor short 
periods of drill. Tho total war strength of 
a cavalry regiment is 32 officers and 585 
non-commissioned officers and inon. A 
battory of artillery has, if a heavy field 
battery, 8 guns, with 332 officers and men; 
a light battery has the same number of guns, 
but only 324 officers and men. Tho peace 
strength of the liussiau regular army is 
840.-000, tho war strength 2,205,000. Tho 
latter embraces 1,915,000 infantry, 95,000 
cavalry and 210,000 artillery. Tho irregular 
army numbers 44,000 on a peaco footing 
and 1G'3,000 in time of war, 142,000 of this 
force being cavalry. Tho total war strength 
of the llussian army, regulars, irregulars 
and -militia, would, roach 2,735,000 
moa. How many of this large force 
tho government could afford to equip and 
maintain in tho field is another question. 
The Austrian-Hungarian empire has pi) 
army of 275,000 men on a peace footing, 
capable of being increased to 1,250,000 
on a war footing. Tho standing army is 
formed after tho model of that of Prus- 
sia in tho system of tho univoraal liability 
to arms. The term of service is ten 
years, thruo of which tho Roldior must 
apend in active servivo, after which ho is 
enrolled iu tho army of reserve with 
further liability to servo in tho Landwehr 
and Landatrum. The Italian army is 
based on tho principle of universal lia- 
bility to bear arms. Every year a certain 
proportion of all the young men of tho 
ago of twenty-one, varying from 65,000 
to 75,000, has to enter tho standing army, 
while the. rout enter the reserve army and 
drill annually for forty days, after which 
they aro sent on unlimited furlough, only 
bei'ig liable to be called up in case of war. 
The term of service in tho standing army 
is throe years for infantry and five for 
cavalry. In the reservo army the term 
of service is nine years. The strongth of 
the standing army on a war footing is 
about 735,000; the mobile militia 300,000 
and tho territorial militia 1,000,000. 
Probably tho first two figures would re- 
present tho actual force available. Tho 
British army is recruited by voluntary 
ealistnient, and, although the number 
varies, usually numbers 135,000 men, in- 
clusive of .05,000 British troops in India. 
The men aro enlisted for six years and 
then pass into tho reserves. The present 
Btrength of the army reserve is 40,000 
men. In caso of war the reserves are 
called out and the militia, numbering 
140,000 men, ombodied, and should the 
United Kingdom, be invaded, 250,000 
volunteers would bo available, which, 
with 15,000 yeomanry cavalry, would 
make a total f.>rce of 580,000 men. The 
British regulars, maintained for the de- 
fence of the United Kingdom and colon- 
ies, exclusive- of India comprise 12,500 
cavalry, 22.000 artillery, 5,500 engineers 
and 80,000 infantry. Of nineteen pitched 
battles fought between tho British and 
French in the Spanish Peninsular, be- 
twoa» inOR and 1814, against Napoleon's 
best marshals, the British gamed every 
one. The British snldier is taller and 
stouter than the men of any other 
European army, that of Sweden excepted. 
The mixture of nationalities, English, 
Irish and Scotch, gives good results, each 
having something which tho other lacks. 
The Turkish army on a war footing num- 
bers 175,000 men. In timo of war tho 
country can send 500,000 men into the 
field. Spain maintains a standing army 
of 190,000 men, capable of being in- 
creased to 4f>0,000 in caso of war. Tho 
army of Belgium numbers 45,000 on a 
peace footing, and 110,000 on a war foot- 
ing. Denmark, which has about as many 
inhabitants as tho state of Massachusetts, 
maintains a standing army of 25,000 men 
in time of peaco, which can bo raised to 
50,000 in case of war. Sweden has four 
classes of troops — the enlisted troops, tho 
national militia, the privates of which 
are paid and kept by the landowners, tho 
militia of Gothland and tho conscription 
troops. These, with a few volunteors, 
form a force of 100,000 men available in 
time of war. The army on a peace foot 
ing does not exceed 41,000 men. Tho 
Norwegian army numbers 18,000 in timo 
of poaco and 40,000 in timo of war. In 
general characteristics it is similar to that 
of Sweden. An Amorican newspaper 
concludes a long article, based on tho 
abovo figures, with thoso pertinent re- 
marks; Such are the armed forces with 
which.Europo is burdonod and which cost 
in tho aggregate in timo of peaco $800,- 
4)00,000 in money, and probably twice as 
much more indirectly for tho loss of timo 
to individuala in countries where universal 
liability to service prevaila. That those 



huge armaments must eventually drag 
down tho nations which have to bom 1 them 
is certain. Continental Europe now pre- 
sents tho singular spectacle of an aggre- 
gate of nations not organized mainly with 
a view to the pursuits of peace and in- 
dustry, hut for tho maintenance o'f war 
and conquests. It remains for the peo- 
ple of Eiiropo to say how long such a sys- 
tem shall be permitted to hist. 

B. C. INDIAN LANDS. 

Tho London (Out.) Advertiser has aii 
article on tho question of the tenure of 
Indian lands in British Columbia. Tho 
writer shows an intimate knowledge of 
tho mattur. The iirticle was written in 
roplyto aletterof Ilov. Mr. Browning (who, 
many years ago, labored in this field.) at- 
tacking tho speech of lion. David Mills 
in tho house of commons when pressing 
his motion respecting British Columbia 
Indians. Mr. Browning said that tho 
trouble at Motlakahtla arose from a dis- 
pute between a high church bishop and a 
low church missionary. Undoubtedly 
that dispute was tho origin of tho unhappy 
division that has occurred there; hut the 
dispute has residved itaolf into a wider 
and more serious shape and alfocts the 
tenure of the Indians to the land of their 
forefathers. Tho Indians claimed two 
acres of laud on Mission Point as part of 
their reservation. Bishop Ridley claimed 
it as tho property of tho church mission- 
ary society. Tho Advertiser remarks that 
if tho land "wore not part of tho Indian 
reservation it was vested in the Crown, 
and under tho control of tho British Co- 
lumbia government, and so Sir John ud 
initted it to bo." This position was as- 
sumed by tho huuso when it directed tho 
survey of tho land for the government. 
By this action tho house raisett a distinct 
issue with tho Indians, refusing to re- 
cognize their title to the laud in spite of 
tho declaration of Lord Dull'erin in 1870, 
that the Indian titles never having been ex- 
tinguished tho Indians were still owners 
of tho land. Mr. Mills pointed out (we 
quote from the Advertiser) that "lu the 
time of Sir James Douglas the rule was 
not to encroach upon Indian reservation, 
but to preserve them intact, to sot apart a 
reasonable extent of territory for the use 
of the Indians, and not to deal with any 
section of land as land capable of being 
set out for settlement, until a formal sur- 
render of the Indian title, whatever it 
might bo, had been made to tho Crown. 
This was a simple statement of fact. Mr. 
Mills pointed out that after the retire- 
ment of Sir James Douglas in 1864 a dif- 
ferent policy was adopted, and continued 
to be pursued until 1875. No sort of title 
was recognized aa being vested in the In- 
dian population. The government doalt 
with the land, taking no formal surrender 
of tho Indian titles, and the Indian reser- 
vations wore minimized. The result was 
that an amount of ill-feeling was engen- 
dered which led to a hostile confeder- 
ation being formed between the Nez 
Forces, under Chief Joseph, in Washing- 
ton Territory, and tho Indians in British 
Columbia. It was with great difficulty 
that this confederation was hrokon up, 
and that hoatilu attacks on the population 
wore prevented. Commissioners were 
appointed to settle the Indian claims to 
lands throughout the entire province. 
They continued their work until 1881, 
when Mr. Sproat resigned and a different 
policy was adopted. " This is tho whole 
question presented in a succinct form. 
Tho Indians of the province have claims 
to tho land wliich a duo regard for the 
public safety should deter the government, 
tho house and the people from ignoring. 
Thoro is a certain class of white men who 
assume that tho Indian has no rights that 
a white man is bound to respect. Some 
of those men are traders who desire to 
establish stores in tho midst of tho Chris- 
tianized tribes, and deal out "liquid dam- 
nation" to tho poor creatures at so much 
a gallon. This class have been denied the 
right to Bottle among tho Indians by the 
missionaries and that probably is the rea- 
son why they hate and villify the latter. 

MR. DEWDNEY'S PERSECUTORS, 

About the only argument tho Times 
can urge in favor of the persecution uf 
Mr. Dewdnoy is that everyone in the 
Dominion is down on him except Nicholas 
Flood Davin and the editor of The Colunut. 
Admitting this statement to be true — 
which it is not — it is better to be in a 
minority and feol that one is right, than 
to join the multitude in persecuting a 
man for no other reason than that it is 
fashionable. Mr. Dewdtiey's friends 
take no stock in the reports affecting his 
character; and least of all do they ap 
prove of the cowardly, disgraceful and in- 
human attacks to which he is subjected at 
this trying period. Mr Dewdney is en- 
titled to fair play; and if every other 
newspaper in the province wore to de- 
mand his extinction we should still he 
found demanding for linn a fair trial, 
oven if we found in Nicholas Flood Daviu 
our only ally. 

THE DEFEA T. 

The dofoat of the Gladstone govern- 
ment on a minor point iu the redistribu- I 
tion bill will not involve their fall. The 
principle of tho bill is not disturbed or | 
atTectod by the vote winch was taken 
when only about one-sixth of the mem 
bers were present. Tho "grand old man" 
will not resign on this vote, which is un- 
important in itaolf and wliich a full house 
may speedily reverse.

Tho r.OTVB from the Northwest is very 
sad. A number of brave volunteers fell 
in Friday's fight with the rebels and to 
little purpose as Gen. Middleton's force 
was repulsed, aud the effect on the tribes 
will be very bad. It is believed that he 
was too precipitato in making tho attack 
before all his force anil cannon were on 
tho ground. The robol loss is believed to 
have been slight. Another battle iu ex- 
pected to-day.

He, 
however, divorced Mrs. Caroline Adams 
of Britton, ns she wanted to . marry n 
man she brought to court with her, 
aud did, even before the judge had 
signed the degree.-Kt.

Reflections on the Situation. 



AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, April 25. — It is reported that 
Count Ivalhoky, A ustro- Hungarian min- 
ister of foreign affairs, has expressed the 
gravest fe-ara that war will be the issuo of 
the Btraiued a relatioua oxisting between 
Grout Bril iu and Russia. Austrian 
newspapers are of opinion that England 
will obtain an alliance with Turkey in the 
oveut of war with Russia. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo — Noon — April 25. — The French 
diplomatic agent is hero yet and says ho 
will leave Cairo at six o'clock this even- 
ing. It is believed here that Franco has 
not yet instructed her agent to leave Egypt 
though Franco will not accept Egypt's 
offer of compromise made yesterday. 

ENGLAND. 
London, April 25. — A St. Petersburg 
special to ihu Standard says negotiations 
continue between tho llussian and the 
British governments. The frontier ques- 
tions present no serious difliculty, but the 
Ponjdeh affair delays tho meeting of the 
boundary commission. Russia, says the 
dispatch, is willing to cede Zulficar in re- 
turn fur Penjdeh. That accomplished, 
the boundary commission could probably 
arrant' for tho withdrawal of both Russian 
and Afghan troops from tho disputed 
/.one as ihe solution of the existing ditli- 
culty, ! is assorted,, however, that this 
is only possible if England foregoes her 
claim for satisfaction from Russia for 
i'ciijduh. Satisfaction, continues the 
dispatch, Russia will not give. 

It is rumored that several British men- 
of-war have appeared off Vladivostock. 
The river at St. Petersburg is clear of ice. 
The harbor uf Cronstadt, however, remains 
icebound. All newspapers here assume 
that England lias demanded satisfaction 
from Penjdeh. 

LONDON, April 25. — The cabinet sat 
three and a lull hours this afternoon. It 
is understood the Afghan situation has 
not improved. 

London, April 25.— -British transports 
at Woolwich have been ordorod to load 
until otherwise instructed all their war 
stores for India instead of Suakim. The 
government has ordered tho immediate 
construction of 40 gunboats. These gun- 
boate are to be, according to admiralty 
specifications, of a now typo of naval 
architecture and will carry light shell 
guns for the purpose of destroying tor- 
pedo boats. 

Liverpool, April 25. — Wheat steady, 
but demand was poor. Corn quiet, with 
poor demand. 

London, April 25.— Tho steamship 
Alaska has been chartered from theUuion 
Steamship lino, fur six months by the 
British government. It also has chartered 
tho Arizona, of the Guiou line; America, 
of tho National; Oregon and Qmbria. of 
the Cunard liiif, and Richmond Hill, of 
the Hill line nil tho exception of tho 
latter, which 5 lie employed aa a troop- 
ship, triosu veas aro the fastest in tho 
ocean carrying -. .do, and are to be fitted 
and employed as rapid cruisers. 

London, April 125. — To-night the situa- 
tion appears to be very serious, ft looks 
as if Russia desires war and as if England 
will be compelled to accept a challenge to 
light, The common people of England, 
that is, those who read or gossip at tho 
"clubs" and know what is going on, seem 
to believe there will bo war; but they aro 
not enthusiastic about it. 

Gladstone, more than any premier Eng- 
land over had, is a development of the 
British populace. He don't believe in war 
unless it is absolutely necessary. He does 
not think a diplomatic insult, 'for instance, 
or a mere brush against prestige is sufficient 
cause for war. His enemies even go so far 
as to say that Gladstone would have allowed 
the Soudan to slip away rather than tight 
for it but for Gordon, and that he does not 
consider the retention of India worth the 
cost of a war with Russia. The English 
iple believe he values a soldier's life 
higher than does any other statesman in 
Europe. It is this characteristic of the 
British prem i coupled with this supreme 
reticence rlu: ig the past few days, which 
makes thoug ittul men believe that war is 
imminent. i; is everywhere taken for 
grained that Russia's expected reply to | 
England's recent remonstrance concerning 
General Kouiaroff's account of his 
conduct at Penjdeh will be at least 
evasive. It is even thought the 
Czar will endeavor to justify Kouiaroff's 
action and establish its rectitude from tho 
very text of Sir Petor Lumsden's account 
of tho conduct of tho Afghans. Tho atti- 
tude of m >ney in Europe to-day is one of 
doubt and uncertainty concerning the 
Anglo- Russian situation. Tho financial 
markets may bo described as stagnant. 
There seoins to bo an inability on the part 
of even tho greatest financiers to divine 
tho exact intention of England. Hence 
there are no large market operations in 
progress cr even in contemplation so far 
as known. Capitalists aro at present 
toi,,li., M >ii°ir money from day to day. 
They get good terms on uieso will lu,,no 
and seem afraid to lend for longor periods. 
The holders nf Russian securities both in 
England and in Germany are slow to part 
with their investments. It may be tho 
small investors are imitating the largo 
holders who they suppose are "on the 
inside " and keep what they havo on some 
supposed superior information. Possibly, 
also, the steadiness maintained by Rus- 
sian slocks in tho markets is mainly due 
to too rapid declines. Certainly Russian 
securities have been steadier than tho 
seriousness of the situation hart apparent- 
ly warranted, 

London, April 25 -The Spectator says 
tho very persistency with which the Rus- 
sian papers are urging the seizure of Herat 
iB nu evidence that they have beon in- 
spired for tin: purpose of preparing tho 
Russian public mind for the event. 

Tho Spectator goes so far as to say that 
it believes the seizure of Iiorut hu-i 
already been ordered by tho Czar and 
declares that British troops will bo pow- 
erless to prevent its capture. 

Nearly of the London n own pa pern 
have perfected arrangements for securing 
by spexkiaj telegrams news from tho scene 
of hostilities )ii the pvpnt of war between 
England and Russia. Tlio Times and 
.Standard aro tho only papers whjch have 
arranged to secure exclusive telegrams. 
Mont of tlio otiior metropolitan papers 
h:\vja gone into a syndicate with provincial 
papers. Gen. Kalkoff, in tho Moscow 
Gazette, has attracted attention by a skil- 
ful discussion which was broached at the 
timo of the meeting of the emperors at 



Skirnevic about tho cession of that por- 
tion of Russian- Poland bounded on the 
east by Vistula river and including the 
capital of Warsaw to Germany. The re- 
'vival of this idea in a paper so official as 
the Moscow Gazette is looked upon as a 
strong bid for German support on tho 
Afghan question. 

in Bourn quarters it is thought tho dis- 
cussion io opened under a secret under- 
standing with Prince Bismarck that tho 
price of tho Russian cession of that part 
of Poland to Germany is already agreed 
.upon, and that it is to* bo no less than 
Germany's active aid in suppressing any 
Polish revolt which may occur against the 
Czar's authority, if Russia goes tg war 
with England; and in caso of necessity, 
active friendship as against the latter 
power. 

British merchants aro showing how 
keenly alive they aro to tho dangor that 
their carrying trade may bo transferred 
from England to somo other country (tho 
U. S. being most feared in this respect) as 
the result of a protracted war with so 
strong a nation as Russia. They have 
already organized a movement having for 
its object the influencing of tho cabinet to 
undertake the issuing of war risks on 
shipping. It is argued the govorninont 
could issue such risks at rates that would 
prevent the wholesale transfer of the 
British vessels to people of neutral nations 
and in this way carry on tho war without 
serious detriment to England's commer- 
cial interests. 

Vanity Fair does not beliovo Russia and 
England will come to blows over tho 
Afghan (pies tion. That paper boldly do- 
nlaroa 10 day tho whole squabble with 
Russia is fictitious and insincere, and has 
been gotten up for nu other purpose than 
to cover the retreat of tho govern men t 
from Soudan and to turn away public at 
tout ion from I ho extravagant expense of 
that insane business, 

From Madrid comes intelligence that 
two cases of Asiatic cholera havo been 
discovered at Sulci npat Valencia, and 
that near the same place one death has 
already been caused by the scourge. 

The immense stone bridge constructed 
hy Chinese engineers over the arm of the 
Chinese sea at Langaug is finished. The 
bridge is livo miles long, is ontirely. of 
stone and has HOO arches each 70 feet 
high. The roadway is 70 foot wide. 

GERMANY. 
BERLIN, April 25. — The Bundorasth 
committee has accepted tho extradition 
treaty recently agreed upon between 
representatives of Germany and Russia. 

RUSSIA. 

London, April 25. — A St. Petersburg 
special says Emperor Alexandria passed 
four hours to day with tien. Abrutzchi II, 
chief of staff, and several engineer offi- 
cers, studying the war maps of tho Afghan 
frontier.- (ion. Abrutzcheff rogards war 
as inevitable, and urges immediate mobili- 
zation, nud that not a moment should be 
lost in pushing on to Herat and Cauda- 
liar. AbrutsehofTa increasing influence 
over the Czar is believed here to bo very 
significant. He said to tho Czar this 
morning: "Now is tho moment for Rus- 
sia to strike Lumsden's retreat has ut- 
terly destroyed England's prestige among 
tho Afghans who, I can assure your 
majesty, are ready to revolt agaiiiBt the 
Ameer. Besides, Persia is prepared 
secretly to help us, and to do so at the 
moment we strike tho first blow. All 
these advantages will bo lost by delay." 
Tho Czar replied : "You aro too hasty, 
general, Russia's manifest destiny is loo 
strong to be wrecked by any human 
agency. 1 still hopo that war may be 
averted; but cr.mo what will, 1 never 
shall consent to give up Ponjdeh nor the 
Zullickar Pass." 

INDIA. 

Bomiuv, April 25. --The Duke of Con- 
naught, who had started for home, has 
been suddenly recalled to Simla. 

Simla, April 25.— The recall of the 
Duko of Connaught is due to tho receipt 
of a telegram from England indicating 
that tho political outlook is extremely 
critical. Earl Dufferin held a prolonged 
military council.

Twelye Whites Killed and 
ITIany Wounded. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist) 
Clarke'b Ohoksino. N'.W. %, April 26. — ■ 
The engagement yesterday between tho 
half-breeds and Gen. Middletdn's eommnnd 
was opened by the half-breeds by firing on 
Boultou'a bors.-, who were scouting in 
front ami with whom Gen. Middleton vtoh 
riding. The enemy occupied two small 
bluffs and opened the tire, killing several of 
the scouts and wouuiliug a number of men 
between the bluffs and runs of the ravine. 
The advance guard ol the !)0th battalion 
under Cant. Clark was ordered up and also 
battery A. The buttery openod tiro and the 
half-breeds retired to the ravine. The re- 
mainder of the DOth was then ordered up 
also company t! of the infantry school of 
Toronto, which occupied the extreme right 
nml had two or three hot bkiraittkun for 
possession of the knoll in front of Hid 
ravino. A company ol tho 'JUtli and the 
battery made a dash across the opening and 
gained the ground commanding the ravine 
Tho light continued till towards evening 
when a company of the lutli grenadiers 
crossed the tirer and relieved some of tho 
infantry which had been in action nil day. 
Tho killed, in addition to those already re- 
ported, aro gunner Cook, battery ., and 
private Wheeler, No. 2 company of the 90th; 
Capt. Clark and Lieut. Swinford of tue'JOth 
will die of wounds. Tho enemy left no 
dead on tho field. 

17. S. UONSUJ, TAYI.oit's ACCOUNT. 

Wa.shi.no ton, April 25. — H p. m. — U. 
S. Consul Jas. W. Taylor «! Winnipeg, 
Man., sent tho following to-day to Sec- 
retary Bayard': "The battle with Kiel's 
force at Fish Creek continued nil day 
Friday. Tim Canadian loss was 12 killed 
and 47 wounded. Qeil. Middleton re- 
tired about a mile to open a 14)1100 on the 
liorthoast bank of tho .Saskatchewan. He 
waa reinforced by a column from the 
other sidojof tho rive r, but the number of 
troops still does not exceed 600. Tho 
rebellorcos; including scouting -party en- 
gaged ia probably 300, but there are 
rumors of hostile Indians in the rear of 
Gen. Middleton. Tho situation is very 
grave. There was a storm of rain and 
high wind Inst night. There is hope of 
arrival of tho steamer Northcote from 
Swift Current with gatliug guns, but 
there is danger of her being interrupted 
or getting aground 011 tho sandbars of the 
.South Saskatchewan. Tho rebel loss is 
unknown on account of their advantageous 
position on Fish Creek in a wooded 
ravino. The insurgents were led by 
Gabriel Dumont. Their fire was most 
deadly. Nearly all who were killed were 
shot through the head or heart. There is 
a hospital for the wounded at Clark's 
crossing. The occupation of Battleford 
by other troops, relieving tho garrison of 
the settlers, may check further hostilities 
by the North Saskatchewan Indians. 
There ia telegraphic communication with 
Battleford, but the Battleford fort ia 25 
miles from the nearest station and news 
cornea only by courier to Clark's Crossing. 
Gen. Middleton announces his purpose to 
tho Ottawa authorities to advance im- 
mediately 011 Riel'h headquarters and 
Batouche Crossing. LIis roar ia now 
oast or south of the South Sa.sltatch 
wan." 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Winnipeg, April L'5. — The Free Press 
correspondent telegraphs from Clark's 
Crossing: "A messenger came down from 
camp this morning and reports that when 
tho rebels wero out of the bush behind 
tho ravino encoring and jeering the troops 
tho guns were grdered up to drive them 
off, but they captured one medicine chest 
and a few boxes of canned beef. The cor- 
respondent also reported that the ollicers 
would not allow him to coine down on the 
Oast Bjdo, alleging there wero rob ;ls in 
tho woods at Mcintosh. This strengthens 
tho impression that tho insurgents have 
provontod any messengers coming through 
from Middleton to-night. Middleton 
seems to havo boon unable to accomplish 
anything of importance in the way of ad- 
vance on the rebels. It is understood here 
that be is hampered by the necessity of 
caring for the wounded and having supplies 
and ammunition forwarded. It appears at 
present as if there will be no further fight- 
ing before Sunday. All reports of yester- 
day's light show that the rebels bad deeided- 
ly the best of it. They were drawn from 
ono part of their position, 1ml held the 
ravine. Their lire caused terrible havoc 
among the troops. .Middleton evidently 
did not properly appreciate the lighting 
qualities of the half-breeds or ho would not 
have sent raw voluut'eerp, unaccustomed to 
riflo shooting, to dislodge from a strong 
position such accomplished sharpshooters 
as tho insurgents. The latter hied villi 
deadly accuracy 'from behind shelter. Mid- 
dleton's repulse is almost sure to stir the 
Indians inp to renewed ravages.

Mr. Duticuii :iu<l the Northwest 
Indians. 

To the Editor: — I urn placed at a dis- 
advantage carrying 011 a correspondence of a 
controversial character so far from the seat 
of operation,- Tho question also becomes 
cold us this northern country, and shrouded 
in a mist of indifference; but for nil that it 
would not do for us to relinquish our inter- 
est in men and things. 

With these opening remarks T will turn 
my attention for a short time to my quon- 
dam friend "Skeena" who has undertaken 
a reply to my previous letter and drawn a 
comparison between Dr. Tolmio and Mr. 
Duncan to the advantage of the former, f 
have 110 desiro to asperse Dr. Tohuio in any 
way. From all 1 have heard of him he 
deserves a good deal of praise for being 
what ho is, considering the length of time 
he haa been 011 tho outskirts of civilization; 
but for all that I venture to say that it will 
he a new sensation to him to bo told that he 
is popular. That is a inisfortuno which 
cannot in fiiiruoHs bo laid to Ilia charge, 
Whother popularity bo a blessing or u curse 
I feel convinced that if both men polled tho 
country to-morrow 1111 the question uf use- 
fulness aud philanthropy Mr. Duncan 
would get ten votes to Dr. Tolmio's ono. 
Tho question at issue, however, between 
•'Skeena" anil myself is not ono of popu- 
larity — but who has benefitted the IndiauH 
most, and it is not likely that any one will 
have tho temerity to compare the two men 
in that respect. The ditl'eronce between 
them is this: The one has consecrated a 
long and useful life to tho spiritual aud 
temporal wants of tho Indians and the In- 
dians have sacrificed their property to give 
long lifo and prosperity to the other. Duu- 
eau benefitted the Indians; Tolmio benefit- 
ed by the Indians. 

"Skeena" asks, whore have the profits 
made at Metlakahtla gone to ? The reply 
is an easy and pleasurable ono to make. 
Tho protits have been Hpent on the peo- 
ple and village of Metlakahtla, in build- 
ing houses, sawmills and workshops, and 
in providing food, clothing and medicines 
for those who could not provide fur them- 
selves, and in various other ways which 1 
cannot enumerate, Duncan receiving his 
food and clothing only. 

"Skeena" says that Duncan is illegally 
at Metlakahtla. Such I am informed is 
not the case, tie first went to tho north- 
west const with the entire approval and 
good will of Sir James Douglas, and re- 
mained there with the entire approval of 
Lord Dufferin, Governor Musgruvo, Gov- 
ernor Trutch and tho Dominion govern- 
ment I Where, I would ask, does the il- 
legality come in >. 

Tho Dominion government entered into 
treaties with the Indians of the plains, 
made payments for parts of the land, and 
umku annual grants to all, for the sur- 
render of their territory, and instead of 
blaming Duncan for upholding tho rights 
of the Indiana i,u the full enjoyment of 
their reserves at least, if not to their pos- 
sessory rights, they will undoubtedly give 
their support to hinj and the IndiaiiB so 
lung as they proceed on legal aud consti- 
tutional lines. The laud question, if 
raisod, cannot ba settled by the bold as- 
sertion that it belongs to the Quoen. The 
Indians wero in British- Columbia prior to 
the discovery by linglarid, and it is not 
likoly that an imperial edict of confisca- 
tion has evor been enacted. Neilhor the 
Imperial nor Dominion governments 
would aasist in the spoliation of tho In- 
dians. Should this question over gain 
prominence it must lie dealt with in a 
conciliatory and just spirit, otherwise tho 
country will bo embroiled in serious dis- 
turbances and financial disaster. 

Let those who rule be guided by tho 
history of the Maori wara and the yearly, 
if not monthly', conflicts in tho United 
States. Justice must prevnil .

A peculiarly ghastly experiment in 
furtherance of tho ends of justice has 
been performed in Paris. A chemist 
named Kul is charged with having 
murdered his female servant, who mys- 
teriously disappeared some montljs ago, 
and disposed of her body by burning it 
in the Btove. tie says that the stove in 
question is much too small to be put to 
such a purpose. To prove that it is not 
so, the prosecution, having had a fac- 
simile made of the stove, asked for and 
obtained an order from a J uge d' In- 
struction, which was sanctioned by tho 
Prefect of Police, for a dead body from 
one of the hospitals. In possessoin of 
this corpse they proceeded to cut it up 
into pieces, and fed the stove, which 
they had lighted, with the fragments. 
Tho result so far 11s it went, was in con- 
firmation of a theory of the prosecu- 
tion, In a surprisingly short timfl the 
whole body was consumed, and nothing 
remained but a few ashes. It is obvi- 
ous, however, that the proof thus af 
forded of the possibility of the disposal 
of a body in the manner alleged by tho 
prosecution can only be material if the 
positive links in the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence Hgainnfc the prisoner 
are all of tlioni thoroughly strong.

Farm mul Garden. 

Sheltering Breeding Sovs.-Shel- 
ter for the sow is really sheltering tlio 
pigs which she will farrow in the 
spring. Many pigs come weak and 
puuy from lack of proper care and feed 
of their mother. Shu should not be 
over-fed with corn, hut given milk and 
plenty of such food as will nourish the 
pigs she is. bearing. 

How to use Skim Milk.— Cowb will 
readily learn to eat skixu milk. There 
is an- ad vantage in this, for there aro 
times when more milk is product d 
than can ho profitably fed otherwise. 
Besides the cows that are taught to eat 
the greatest variety of food aro always 
the best milkers. But in most places all 
the skim milk can he more profitably 
fed to pigs and poultry than to an? 
other stock. Skim milk for Lena will 
set them to laying. It abounds in albu- 
men, from which the white of tho ejjg 
is formed. 

Horses E.vtint. Suciar.--A.11 horses 
can be readily taught to eat sugar. It 
is good for them, helping to give them 
a gloo3y coat and enabling them to shed 
their old coat readily, li is as good for 
this purposo as oil meal, and certainly 
much more palatable. There is an ad- 
vantage in teaching horses to eat sugar, 
as thoy aro so fond of it that feeding 
them makes the animals more gentle 
and kind. Arabian horses are invariably 
fed sugar by their masters, and the do- 
cility of the" Arabian courser 13 well- 
known. 

Profit from Farm Labor.— Farmers 
do not remember as often as they 
should that all the profit from thoir 
land comes from combination of capi- 
tal and labor applied to it. Bare land 
un worked and unstocked is unproduc- 
tive. Kemeiu boring this fact they will 
bo less likely to destroy their chances 
for prolit by unwise economy in farm 
labor. The old saying that there is that 
which scattcreth and yet increaaeth, 
and that which witliholdeth more than 
is meat tendeth to poverty, is as true 
no v as when Solomon uttered the pro- 
verb, and it is especially true of farm 
labor. 

Potash and Potatoes.— It is found 
bv experiment that while tho different 
forms of commorcial potash increase 
tho crop of potatoes they impair its 
quality, making the tubers watery and 
spongy. It is very likely that ashes 
have the same effect. The trials of po- 
tatoes on newly cleared laud and that 
recently burned over have general. y 
disappoiutedexpectations.jat least in the 
quality of the tubers. By the way, it is 
a noteworthy fact that the commercial 
importance of the potato crop is of re- 
cent date, and since much of our land 
has been considerable time under culti 
vation. Now the pointoes which sell 
the highest in- all markets are from flec- 
tions where there can be comparatively 
little new land put in this crop. The 
far western potatoes are not so good as 
those grown farther east. Here a moder- 
ately firm soil brings better potatoes 
than one that is soft and spongy. 

Wintering Pigs.-It is very difficult 
to winter young pigs profitably unless 
the farmer can provide exceptionally 
warm quarters, and even then a severe 
win tor makes extra care and feeding 
necessary. The latest litter for winter 
should be farrowed not latter than July. 
The pigs will then get size and body e- 
nough before cold weather to with- 
stand the winter,„aud will bear heavier 
feeding than is the case with younger 
animals. The trouble about wintering 
very young pigs is that in coldest 
weather they must be fed considerable 
corn, which injures their digestion. 
Sows coupled now will farrow at a good 
time for tlie young pigs to run in grain 
stubbles and get a good start. 

Two Sides to FRUiT-RAisiNG.-Tliere 
is too much indiscriminate advice given 
bv the press in regard to fruit- raising. 
Again, tree dealers and nursery agents, 
seeking a market for their wares, cir- 
culate wild statements about the pro- 
fits of the industry, and at a time like 
the present, when prices of grain are 
low, it is not difficult for them to in- 
duce numerous persons in almost every 
community, who have not special fit- 
ness or experience for the work, to un- 
dertake at least in a small way, the 
planting of orchards or small fruits. It 
requires no highly gifted seer to per 
ceivo that most of these efforts will be 
abortive. The fact is, bhe^wrecks of ill- 
conceived fruit plantations are strewn 
over the whole country. Wo have no 
desire to say a word that may discour- 
age any one from engaging in fruit 
culture who will attempt in a rational 
and business-like manner; but we 
would warn the inexperienced to look 
on hntli sides of the subject, and it has 
two sides, one of which is not the rose- 
colored one that is usually painted by 
newspaper writers.-( Vick's Magazine. 

The Blacksmiths Shop. -The tongs 
a smith will keep in his slack-tub would 
set Barnum crazy. Some with one leg, 
some minus a jaw, others in every con- 
ceivable state of demoralization. A 
smith "nates mortally' to relay his tongs; 
he will let them go till the last moment 
then drive out the rivet, weld a piece 
to each jaw, and fit up again. This 
takes too long. Just forgo two pieces 
of iron the right size, cool them, put a 
piece of thick, wet carboard bet ween, 
take hold of them with the tongs, and 
weld up tongs, pasteboard, iron and 
all. They will not stick where the pa- 
per is; you can't make them. The iron 
may lap over, and the outside stick a 
tritle, but a tap from a coal chisel 
makes them lly right open, and the 
tongs are ready for work. No pin to 
put in or take out, all done at once. 

A couple of old scythes will be make 
the best tongs you ever took in your 
hand. There are three kinds of stock 
in a scythe — very good iron, low steel; 
and a little nice cast steel. Double the 
scythe back and forth until it is about 
eight incb«s long, weld it up, and you 
have a piece of stock , that can't bo 
beat. Split open one edge of a piece 
lay in a piece of cast steel, weld it up, 
and you can make a knife that will 
beat Davy Crockett's three lapa in a 
mile. 



About Oilstone. — Keop your oil- 
stone clean. Many users of oil stones 
keep then full of oil all the time, all 
covered with dirt and gudgeon grease, 
and when they want to use them, must 
scrape a place with a chip before thoy 
can make the tool "take hold." Wipe 
the stone clean after using. Do it every 
time, too, not once and in a while. 
Get into the habit of it, and it will 
come natural. 

Don't let a stone got- gummed up. 
If you have been guilty of keeping 
such a one, just tako a new deal and 
"try to" your stone. Put it in a ket 
tie with water and potash— some soap- 
ino will do first rate (and soapine should 
be kept on the sink of every shop in 
the land)— -and set it over afire, or 
stick a steam pipe into it. Boil for an 
hour or two then soak and wash well 
in clean water. You will then be able 
to see what your oilstone looks like, 
and it will "take hold" liko a new 
broom. 

I never yot saw a loafor hang around 
a shop half and hour without getting 
out his jackknife and "going for it" 
upon the middle of an oilstone. If 1 
have a knife to sharpen, I do it near 
tho end of the' stone. Tho ends don't 
wear down; it is the middle that gets 
most of the work. Some journeymen 
put a wiro across* tho middle of their 
oilstones. They have to work each side 
of it, but the loafers have to, too. 

If you break an oilstone, don't throw- 
it away. If thick or nearly now, boil 
the grease out of it, and glue it togeth- 
er with common glue. It will hold if 
you get all the grease boiled out before 
you put on the glue. If tho stone has 
become worn pretty thin, you had bet- 
ter grind it down into slips. It will 
make some nice ones of tho very Luvst 
quality. 

Don't put the stone into \ block of 
wood. It makes a nasty thing to keep 
clean, go to the hardwnre store, and 
buy a nice oilstone holder. You can 
put it on in two minutes, and take it 
off in no time, and wipe the stone clean 
as often as you wish. 

A hard, glossy oil stone is not worth 
buying. A stone which looks like a 
piece of marble is good for nothing. A 
stout; with a sandstone complexion is 
too soft, and will work bad. The "mud- 
dy" stone is another to In; avoided. 
Somewhere I have seen a receipt as 
follows: "Draw your thumb nail along 
tho stone; the faster it cuts away the 
nail tho better the stone." It looks 
reasonable, but I have never tried 
it. 

Petrified wood makes the best oil- 
stone. I have a Scotch stone which cuts 
very fast, yet will set an edge to cut a 
hair. Some years nso a firm started to 
manufacture silex stones for oil and 
water, bpth hand and power. The silex 
stone was ground tine, mixed with some 
secret utilizing compound, and moulded 
under hydraulic pressure. The stones 
thus produced were pretty goods, but 
were apt to graze, and then neither oil 
nor water seemed to have any effect in 
removing it. Whether or not they are 
made now, 1 do not know.

Wijkrk.vs.it is expedient to 
raisu a furthur aum of money for tho 
purpose) of extending tho Waterworks, 
constructing reservoirs to ensure- a more 
certain and equitable supply of water to 
nil p;irta of the City, for currying on the 
said Waterworks upon such a scale as may 
be necessary to furnish an adequate sup- 
ply of fresh water to the increasing popu- 
lation of the City; for the greater protec- 
tion of the City against tire; and for other 
purposes in connection with tho said 
Waterworks. 

And whereas it is estimated that the 
sum of §1*0,000 will bo required for tho 
above named purposes; 

Ami whereas it ia desirable and expe- 
dient that the above named sum of §70,- 
000 should be obtained in the manner 
hereinafter men tinned ;

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
buildiucb, and the storage of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXEST- 
I iug By-Laws be it ennctod by tlio 
Mayor and Council of tho Corporation of 
thu City of Victoria ua follows: 

1. Section 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, i870, Amendment ljy-Lu« ISoo" is 
hereby repealed, mid in lieu thoruof the 
following substituted: 

"2. That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which ia contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — coinmQnc- 
ing uit the northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence rlfnoing easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Storo 
street, thence easterly across Storo street 
in a Hti-t>iyht lino to tho centre of Eia- 
gard street, thenco easterly alont: the 
centro of Fisgnrd street to tho centre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along tho 
centre of Douglus street to the centre of 
Courtenay street, thenco along tho centre 
erf Pourtpnay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to the Bhoro of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along tlio shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo within 
tlfe Fire Limits of the said city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within tho said firo lim- 
its shall ho made, 

If. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or Btono, and roofing 
of incombustible material, shall bo erected 
or placed within the said lire limits. 

•t. It shall be lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any officer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
coiilrnveiitii.il of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building Bhall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of tho said Corporation, 
jmd shall he recoverable with ctistB in u 
summary manner before tho Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

5. la this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shod within the 
eurtilngo of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in bucIi other building, such 
shed not exceeding ten feot by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and ten 
feot in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on tho 
water front; but no shed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within tho Said 
fire limits other than with rooting of in- 
ct imbusl iblo material. 

6. The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitt d to be stored or kept 
for sale or uso in any building within tho 
fire limits shall not exceed the following, 
namely: 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

For storage or salo, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8. This Bylaw may bo cited as. the
